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I. OVERVIEW AND YEAR IN REVIEW 

Rule 1.10, Minnesota Rules of the Client Security Board (MRCSB), provides: 

At least once a year and at such other times as the Supreme Court 
may order, the Board shall file with the Court a written report 
reviewing in detail the administration of the fund, its operation, its 
assets and liabilities. 

This fifteenth annual report of the Minnesota Client Security Board covers the 

Board’s fiscal year, FY2002, which began July 1,2001, and ended on June 30, 

2002. Highlights from the past year include: 

Rule Change to Raise Maximum Payment. As was identified in last year’s 

annual report, in April 2001 the Client Security Board had filed a petition for a rule 

change with the Supreme Court, requesting that Rule 3.14(c), Minnesota Rules of 

the Client Security Board, be amended to increase the maximum amount the Board 

may pay on a claim from its current level of $100,000 to $150,000. In June 2001, the 

Minnesota State Bar Association at its annual convention had recommended 

approval of the Board’s petition. The Supreme Court adopted the recommendation 

on September 14,200l (Appendix 1, A. 1). The Board did not need to make use of 

this new authority during this year. 

Reduction in Registration Fee. The Board prepares an annual budget that is 

presented to the Court for approval in May of each year. The Court requires the 

Board to notify the Court if the balance of the Client Security Fund is to exceed 

$2.5-million. The budget prepared for next year, FY2003, originally projected a 

balance by June 2004 (the Board’s fiscal year runs from July 1 to June 30, and the 

Board must make two-year projections as part of its budgeting process) of over 

$3.1-million. The Board decided to take a proactive approach and recommended to 

the Court that the portion of the attorney registration fee apportioned to the Fund 

be reduced by $5 per attorney per year, from the then-current amount of $17 to $12. 

On May 28,2002, the Court reduced the fee as requested, effective July 1,2003 



(Appendix 2, A. 2-5). At the end of next year, before the new reduced assessment 

takes effect, and assuming that claims continue at an amount consistent with past 

years, the Fund will have a year-end balance as of June 2003 of approximately 

$2.78-million. With the reduced assessment, the Board now projects a balance as of 

June 2004 of $2.8~million. 

Restitution/Subrogation. Last year’s annual report highlighted that the 

Board had successfully resolved several civil litigation matters involving third- 

party financial institutions. One significant case remained open into this year, 

involving claims that arose out of the actions of former attorney Peter I. Orlins. An 

action brought by two of his victims against a financial institution, and to whom the 

Board had previously paid the maximum amount of $100,000 but who still had not 

been made whole, was settled during trial. The Board, represented by the Attorney 

General‘s office, received $42,500 as a pro-rata share of the settlement. This matter 

was very complex and had been appealed once to the Court of Appeals and then 

remanded for trial. Along with regular payments received from several other 

former attorneys, the Board collected approximately $75,000 on its subrogation 

rights this year. 

Statistics. The Client Security Board paid out on 38 claims this year, in the 

total amount of $330,116.55 (see Appendix 3, A. 6-7). Twenty-one of those claims 

were paid against one attorney, Steve Samborski, who was disbarred this past year. 

The $223,794.50 paid against Samborski represented the fifth highest total amount 

paid against a lawyer in Minnesota history. 

Thirty-two (32) new claims were filed this past year. Forty-four (44) claims 

were carried-over from the previous year. As noted, 38 claims were approved for 
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payment1 and 14 claims were denied. Thus, at the end of June 2002,24 claims 

against 24 lawyers remain pending before the Board. Eleven (11) of those 

remaining claims have related disciplinary or civil proceedings pending, 

completion of which the Board is awaiting prior to being able to resolve the claim. 

Overall, after fifteen years of paying claims, the Board has now paid 

!$4.23-million on 355 claims against 98 lawyers (see Appendix 6, A. 10-14). 

II. THE CLIENT SECURITY BOARD AND ITS PROCEDURES

Tim Kuntz was elected and served as the Board’s Chair for the past year, and 

has now completed his second and final term on the Board. Mr. Kuntz has been a 

consistent voice of reason on the Board, always searching for the basis upon which 

a consensus can be built, but also insisting upon an articulated reason behind each 

Board decision. Such quiet leadership will be missed. Pursuant to the Board’s 

present policy of selecting the most senior lawyer member as its chair, the Board

chose Richard I. Diamond as it new Chair for the upcoming year at its most recent 

meeting. Mr. Diamond has served on the Board for five years. 

The Court this past year appointed Fergus Falls attorney Michael Rengel to 

the Board. Replacements for Mr. Kuntz and Ms. McKinnell will need to be found 

by the Court. The Minnesota State Bar Association (MSBA) nominates three of the 

attorney members; Mr. Kuntz was a direct Court appointee, however. Margaret 

Westin was nominated by the MSBA to a second three-year term and recently 

reappointed by the Court. The other two MSBA-nominated members are John 

Watson and Michael Rengel. Ms. McKinnell and Judith Pinke are the Board’s two 

non-lawyer members. Ms. McKinnell has been an outstanding board member. The 

non-lawyer members of the Board have been excellent without exception. It is 

anticipated that Ms. McKinnell’s successor will be named shortly. 

Justice James Gilbert was appointed this year to be the Board’s liaison justice 

on the Supreme Court. He attended the Board’s most recent meeting and made a 

presentation to departing Board members. The Board looks forward to an on-going 

relationship with Justice Gilbert this coming year. 

Funding and Budget Procedures. All active lawyers in Minnesota paid $17 

per year to support the Fund through the end of this current fiscal year. The 

Supreme Court’s May 22,1998, order implemented recommended parameters for 

the fund of $1.5~million and $2.5-million, with the Board to report to the Court if the 

fund drops below or exceeds these figures. The Board’s recently filed budget for 

FY2003 projects a year-end balance in excess of the $2.5-million amount, and 

projects a balance of near $3-million after FY2004. As a result, the Board 

determined to recommend to the Court that the assessment in favor of the Board 

could be lowered by $5 to $12 per year per attorney. Mr. Kuntz so advised the 

Court at its recent meeting to approve the Board’s budget, and the Court accepted 
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the recommendation starting with fiscal year 2004 (Attachment 2, A. 2-5). Thus the 

revised budget projects balances as of June 2003 of $2.78-million and as of June 2004 

of $2.8-million. The Board will continue to keep a close eye on the Fund balance 

should any major defalcation matters arise in the next year. 

The Board does not handle any funds directly nor the investment of the Fund. 

The assessment is collected through the Office of Attorney Registration and placed 

into a segregated fund within the State Treasury. This past year the assessment 

generated approximately $333,000. The Board also received approximately $100,000 

in interest income and approximately $75,000 in restitution payments from lawyers 

on whose behalf claims have been paid, or from third parties, including the 

settlement discussed in the highlights section. 

The Board anticipates total income this coming year of approximately 

$508,000. The Board has budgeted $299,500 in total expenditures for next year. 

Based upon the information presently available to the Board concerning pending 

claims or known potential claims, $250,000 has been budgeted for claims payment 

next year, less than the current year’s total. Just less than $50,000 has been 

budgeted for staff services, travel for up to two Board members to attend a national 

conference on client protection, and administrative supplies and any additional 

enhancements to the Board’s computer database. 

Administration. Since the Board’s inception in 1986, the Office of Lawyers 

Professional Responsibility has provided staff services to the Client Security Board. 

Edward Cleary is the Director of the Office of Lawyers Professional Responsibility 

and the Client Security Board. Assistant Director Martin Cole handles most daily 

operations for the Board. Mr. Cole serves as a director-at-large of the National 

Client Protection Organization (NCPO), and is a member of the ABA’s Advisory 

Commission on Client Protection Funds. Board member Richard Diamond recently 
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attended the ABA’s eighteenth annual Client Protection Forum, held this year in 

Vancouver, British Columbia, Canada. Topics discussed included fact-finding and 

a workshop on resolving difficult claims. Involvement in such national-level 

activities allows the staff and Board to remain current with any trends or 

developments in the client protection field. 

The Board maintains a computerized record-keeping system, for which 

several minor enhancements were undertaken and completed during the past year, 

allowing greater ability to answer queries from the Board, bar and public. 

Following each meeting, the Board issues a press release pursuant to the Board’s 

policy. The Board posts its press releases on the Board’s Internet websitez as well, 

in the hopes that the public better will be able to obtain information about the 

Board’s activities. The site also contains answers to frequently asked questions 

(FAQ), the Boards rules, claim form, staff directory, a copy of the latest annual 

report and an updated list of attorneys against whom claims have been paid, 

similar to that at Appendix 6 (A. 10-14). The site also has links to articles written 

about the Client Security Board. This past year, an article by Mr. Cole appeared in 

the July 2001 issue of Bench & Bau concerning the Board’s request to raise the 

maximum payment per claim, and Mr. Cleary has written an article that will appear 

in the May/ June 2002 Bench G, Bar regarding the large sums paid by the Board as a 

result of the acts of a small group of lawyers. 

The Minnesota Attorney General provides legal services to the Client 

Security Board in enforcing its subrogation rights against attorneys on whose behalf 

the Board has paid claims, or against any third persons from whom payments may 

be legally obtained. Attorney David Flowers is the Board’s current attorney. He 

and Legal Assistant Laura Kelly provide outstanding representation for the Board.

Mr. Flowers began representation of the Board this past year, continuing a line of 

excellent attorneys assigned to the Board’s work. The Board pays no attorney’s fees 

for this representation, but is responsible for direct costs of collection efforts and 

litigation. 

As noted in the highlights section, this past year continued to involve 

considerable activity in the area of subrogation and restitution, particularly against 

third-party entities, such as banks that were potentially negligent in overseeing 

accounts of attorneys known to have misused their trust accounts. The Attorney 

General’s staff again had to spend considerably more time on these matters than in 

some previous years, but with remarkable success. The final amount to be 

recovered this year is $75,685. The Board has budgeted this coming year to recover 

$44,600. 

Also as a part of the collection process, the Board may forward matters to the 

Minnesota Collections Enterprise (MCE), an agency created to assist government 

agencies in their collection work. Although the Attorney General continues to handle 

most matters for the Board that are to be contested, or that appear capable of prompt 

resolution, other matters are now referred to MCE to pursue. 

Rules of the Minnesota Client Security Board. The Board’s rules 

underwent one change this past year, with the Court’s adoption of the proposed 

change in the Board’s maximum payment to $150,000. The Board’s rules had not 

been amended since 1995. No claims were approved for the new maximum 

amount this past year. 

Claims Procedure. Claims are initiated by submitting the claim to the 

Director’s Office on forms approved by the Board. Claimants are provided the 

forms and a brochure to help explain the process. The claim form, and copies of the 

Board’s rules are also available via the Internet at the Board’s website. The 
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respondent attorney is provided an opportunity to respond in writing, although 

frequently no response is received. The Board also has access to all lawyer 

disciplinary files, from which considerable information is often obtained. 

The rules provide that claimants are expected to pursue reasonably available 

civil remedies. In order to avoid hardship and provide prompt claim resolution 

and payment, the Board occasionally exercises its discretion by waiving this 

requirement when it is already known that the Attorney General will be pursuing 

litigation against the attorney under the Board’s subrogation rights. One recurring 

situation where direct claimant efforts are appropriate is when the dishonesty 

involves forged instruments that were honored by a financial institution. 

In most cases, attorney disciplinary proceedings will have been completed 

before any Client Security payment is made. The Board generally relies upon 

findings made in related lawyer disciplinary action concerning misappropriation, 

or in related civil or criminal cases whenever possible. 

If a claim is denied, the claimant is notified in writing of the Board’s 

determination and reasoning. The claimant has the right to request reconsideration 

and a discretionary meeting with the Board, so that all claimants have a full 

opportunity to present the merits of their claim. 

III. GOALS AND OBJECTIVES 

The Board’s workload remains manageable, and there appear to be fewer 

complex subrogation issues on the immediate horizon. With a higher maximum 

payment available, but also with anticipating a reduced attorney registration 

assessment, the Board believes it is striking a responsible balance between victims 

in need of compensation and the financial pressures on practicing attorneys. A new 

Chair, one new lawyer member and one new public member no doubt will 

influence the Board’s direction next year. The Board anticipates being able to keep 
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its attention on its core function of resolving claims promptly and paying victims of 

lawyer theft to the fullest possible amount.
